“THE MACON FAIR. 


£ditorial Correspondence. 
Macon, Ga.. Nov. 17, 1869. 

Among the articles on exhibition are 
four specimens of sugar made from the 
sorgho cane. The sugar is excellent. It 
ranges from white to brown. The impor- 
tance of this matter can not be over-esti- 
mated. For a long time the practicability 
of mahing sorgho sugar was in great doubt, 
and even after this was determined, it was 
in still greater doubt whether it would pay 
to do it. These matters are settled, and 
triumphantly settled, in favor of the sugar. 

This sugar was made in Atlanta at the 
Sorgho Works of Glenn & Wright. We 
give the results of he working of this sys- 
tem of sugar makffg. One gallon ofsyrup 
will make from five to seven pounds of su- 
gar, and leave a quart of elegant syrup. An 
acre of cane will give a hundred gallons of 
syrup, or from five to seven hundred pounds 
of sugar, and one hundred quarts, or twen- 
ty-five gallons of syrup. The sugar is 
worth 20 cents per pound, or $100 for the 
500 pounds. The syrup left is worth $1 00 
per gallon, or $25 for the 25 gallons. Thus 
$125 per acre gross is realizable from each 
acre of cane. , 

In South-western Georgia, planters have 
on the same quality of land, made more 
money on their sorgho sugar than their 
cotton. 

The South Carolina State Agricultural 
Society has recommended the making of 
this sugar by this plan, to the planters of 
the South. 

As the cane will grow all over the State, 
it will behoove all of our farmers to look 
into this matter.

Mrs. C. E. Goodman, of Atlanta, has an 
exhibition of six beautiful paintings, viz: 
*“ A Scene in Upper Georgia,” two pictures 
of Georgia peaches and apples, that pre- 
sent a tempting semblance of luscious re- 
alities; three portraits, very life-like and 
natural. 

The display of paintings and pictures is 
particularly fine. There are paintings here 
that would grace any place. 

D. J. Ryan, of Savannah, has sent up 
four, by his artist, H. Colcord, that are cer- 
tainly master pieces of skill and artistic 
success. They are particularly noticeable 
for their exquisite coloring. One isa por- 
traitof the Rev. Mr. Axson, and it fairly 
breathes. There isa copy of the * Dutch 
Burgomaster,” by Miss Annie Comak, of 
Athens, Ga., that shows greattalent. An- 
other painting by Miss Ida Adams, “ Lost 
in Thought,” has attracted general atten-

From our Own Correspondent } 
Macon, Ga., Nov. 17, 1869. 

To-night. while the complimentary 
drums are beating at the reception of pub- 
lie visitors, of personal popularity, a smal] 
number of men of less brilliance, but prob- 
ably of more vital influence—the Educators 
of Georgia—are gathered together in the 
City Hall, to listen to a worker, whose 
name is allied with the very thou zht of ed- 
ucition in our own South. 

We. of course, shall attempt no analysis 
of un address,only an adumbration of 
which any analysis can represent, but aim 
merely to give the head lines of a discourse. 
which should have been heard by every in- 
telligent man and women among us. 

The speaker opened by emphasizing, asa 
universal rule, the fact that the work of 
mind is higher paid than work of body. 
tle then passed to a discussion of the ques- 
tion, that education, to be effective and 
universal, must come. and come only. from 
the State. 

He claimed that no nation has ever had a 
uoiversal intelligence, unless it was based 
upon a free system of public schools. He 
coinpared the refinement of Prussia, with 
that attained by England and Germany. 
He instanced the enormous waste incident 
to the system of private schools, and _ in- 
separable from it. He insisted that the aim 
of the private school is primarily the mak- 
ing of money; that of the public school, 
and of the public school only, education. 
lie particularized in support of this state- 
ment, the points of discipline, arrangement 
of pupils and text beaks, etc., etc.; and 
went at length into the question of par- 
tiality, claiming that it was inseparable 
from private school enterprises. He enter- 
ed his protest against the practice of en- 
yaging teachers in more than the literal 
sense poor, and claimed that better give 
money in charity, and send the children to 
teachers selected, not by themselves, but 
by responsible officials. 

“At present,” he remarked, “Georgia is 
paying enormously high rates for enor- 
mously poor teaching; educating half the 
white children at an expense which would 
suffice for all.” He stated a striking fact 
in conclusion, in respect to the high cost of 
education, which drove Selma, Ala., into. 
the public school system. 

Although some objections were not well 
taken as distinguishing public from pri- 
vate schools, yet the address was most ex- 
cellently thought and delivered. 

Su perintendant Dews, of Columbus, made 
an interesting statement in regard to the 
wonderful success of the Free School Sys- 
tem in his city. He stated that the system 
pursued was, the “Object Teaching Meth- 
od;” in connection with which it was re- 
marked fhat Waters, Monteith & Co., of 
Chattanooga, had a fine display of object 
teaching parphernalia at the State Fair. 
Mr. Mallon, spoke to the point, and Presi- 
dent Tucker presided, as he only can. 

The plan reported by the Committee to- 
day, to be acted upon by the Legislature in 
reference to education, has the following 
as its — features: 

A County Board and Superintendent, in 
each county. 

Separate schools for the races. The col- 
ored People may have a Board and Super- 
intendent if desired; but will save that ex- 
pense by adopting white Superintendents. 

All taxes of every kin! paid by colored 
people, to go for their fund; the State to 
double that sum. 

It is left optional with Committees, to! 
adopt the plan or not; if they do not adopt 
it, their portion of the State Fund to be 
withheld from county and put toits credit, 
until they de act. 

Sparsely settled districts reached through 
two or more schools, at which the teacher 
shall alternate. © 

Each school to have a Board of five Trus- 
tees, elected by the people.
